The inscription pinned to 


the rug figure is explanatory of 
the 


rc-ason of the hanging. 
It reads: 


"The grouchy motorman, De Caccia, 


who refused to contribute a cent to- 
ward buying a floral piece to place on 
tho coffin of a dead comrade, 
with 


whom he had worked tor years, and 
who also refused to take a few hours 
off to attend the funeral." 


The indignation of tjie carman has 


been growing since 
the 
funeral 
of 


Conductor Edward Tharsing was held 
Sunday. 


Tharsing- and DC Caccia had 
been 


motorman and conductor on the same 
cur for years. 
De Caccia was 
the 


motorman in charge of the car when 
Tharsing fell from the top of the car 
while fixing tho trolley and sustained 
Injuries from which he died. 


All the car men who were asked to 


contribute cheerfully gave what little 
money they could spare to buy a flor- 
al piece for their dead comrade. The 
car men says De Caccia. was approach- 
ed several times, but refused to give 
even five cents.

or use of automobiles and other 
motor vehicles which are propell- 
ed by at earn, electricity, gasoline 
or other source of energy

The Board of Supervisors of the county

No person shall be allowed to drive any

Every automobile or other motor ve-
